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STORY 


Spinning Your Web 


Having a Web site can be an effective marketing 


tool for architecture firms

J he last time I visited AIA 
Chicago’s Web site 
(www.aiachicago.org), there 
were 24 firms listed on the 
“Chicago AIA Firms on the 
Web” page. I don’t have all the 
stats on how many architecture 
firms are in Chicago, but it 

] seems that there should be 
more than 24 firms that have Web sites. 

The next time you’re browsing 
through these firms’ Web sites, you’ ll 
notice that many are rich in information 
and excellent photography. If you don’t 
have a life and you can afford a few hours 
of surfing and searching, you’ll find some 
tremendous Web sites for architectural 
firms around the country. Even with these 
gems, however, it seems that architects are 
hesitant to jump on the Web site 
bandwagon. Why is this? 

My informal and unscientific survey 
of a few firms not yet on the Web yielded 
the following responses to why they don’t 
have a Web site: 

e “There’s just no time to do it” 

e “Its in the works; we just haven’t 
finished it” 

e “I really don’t see the value yet” 

e “We're still waiting to see what all the 
fuss is about” 

e “We can’t afford it” 

e “Our firm is too small to have a Web 
site” 

e “I don’t really know where to get 
started” 

The Web is a natural medium for 
architects. It’s amazing that more of us 
haven’t embraced it. It’s a place where 
one can flaunt great design, both in the 
photography of work being displayed and 
the graphic layout and personality of the 


site itself. A Web site can even be 
considered a virtual work of architecture, 
with an entrance, a sense of arrival, and a 
sequence of “rooms” to visit (some more 
formal than others, and some more fun). 

The previously mentioned reasons for 
not having a Web presence are all 
legitimate and reasonable. But every day, 
the reasons to have a site keep piling up. 
Here are just a few: 

Having a Web site will get you more 
projects. The Web is a great equalizer — 
it can make a small firm seem larger. It’s a 
24-hour a day, 7-day a week billboard for 
your firm. If you’re registered with search 
engines like Yahoo! (go to their site at 
http://howto.yahoo.com/chapters/10/1.html 
for how to suggest sites to Yahoo!) and 
listed on AIA Chicago’s site (see 
accompanying sidebar), there’s no telling 
who might find your firm. 

A Web site prepares your firm for the 
future. Few think of a Web site as more 
than an on-line brochure, portfolio, and 
resume. If this sounds like you, then 
prepare to think out of this box. A well- 
planned Web site can have password- 
protected pages for clients only, to 
exchange files, or to post project 
information, such as meeting minutes and 
the latest project budget or schedule. You 
can even post presentations on your Web 
site for clients to review at their 
convenience. Project-specific Web sites 
soon will become the standard way for a 
project team to communicate. 

It’s much easier than you think. Many 
architects believe that building a Web site 
is a major endeavor. Many of the Web site 
development/programming tools available 
today are extremely friendly and rich in 
features that make the process enjoyable 
and understandable. 

It’s not as costly as you think. 
Competition in the digital world has made 
the development tools easier and brought 
down Web site creation and upkeep costs. 


Often you can have a Web site hosted by 
an Internet Service Provider (ISP) for less 
than $50 a month. 

You don’t have to do it all at once. 
You can change your Web site whenever 
you'd like, and changes are fast and easy 
to do. Once you’ve updated the site on 
your office or home PC, just log into your 
service provider, and upload the latest 
files. With a decent modem, this process 
could easily be accomplished in less than 
one hour for typical site updates. 

What’s the logical process for 
building a Web site? Here’s a hint—treat 
the development 
of your firm’s 
Web site as you 
would a 
building 
project— 
programming, 
schematic 
design, design 
development, 
then documentation/construction. Here 
are some suggestions that also may help: 

Create a team of two or three people 
who are committed and enthusiastic 
about the project. Divide up respon- 
sibilities for planning, gathering existing 
information, design, technical knowledge, 
and site upkeep once it goes live. 

Have a written plan. Just as you 
would for a building project, prepare a 
program document, creating a list of 
needs for the site, for both image and 
functionality 

Sign up with an ISP and get a reg- 
istered domain name (“firmname.com”’). 
You can do this on the Internet, or have 
your ISP do it for you. Be sure to ask 
about the costs of e-mail and Web hosting 
services. 

Start small. Develop a simple, 
introductory home page and post it to 
your site just to get the feel for the 
technical procedures involved. This 


intimidates most newcomers, but it’s a 
surprisingly easy process. Once you’ve 
uploaded some changes to your home 
page, add pages and additional links. 

Learn to use graphic images 
efficiently. Keeping photography and 
graphics “lean and mean” is critical to a 
site’s success, since people rarely wait for 
pages that take more than one minute to 
load, especially if they’re just browsing. 
If you’re doing it yourself, find out how 
to use Adobe Photoshop or a similar 
program to optimize your graphic images 
for Web browsing. 


A Web site may not be the most important thing on 
a Client’s list, but the time will soon come when 
the quality of your firm’s presence on the Internet 

will tip the scales one way or another. 


Register with search engines and AIA 
Chicago. Get your Web site out there so 
that people can find it! 

Keep it fresh and worthy of return 
visits. One of the biggest challenges is to 
get people to talk about your Web site 
and entice them to return. Newsletters, a 


“what’s new” section, and “cool link 
of the month” features are effective 
ways to accomplish this. 

Develop and maintain your Web 
site in-house. Don’t farm out your 
firm’s Web site responsibilities to your 
17-year old nephew or niece, just 
because they did one for a class 
project. Your site should reflect the 
quality and personality of your firm. It 
needs to be a window into your 
practice—its people and design 
philosophies—and this can only be 
done effectively from within. 

If your firm doesn’t have a Web 
site, and you’ve recently competed for 
a project and lost, ask yourself if the 
winning firm had one. Were other 
firms brought into the competition 
because the client discovered them on 
the Web? In our highly competitive 
profession, winning commissions 
hinges on scoring the most points in 
the eyes of the client. A Web site may 
not be the most important thing on a 
client’s list, but the time will soon 
come when the quality of your firm’s 
presence on the Internet will tip the 
scales one way or another. With luck, 
it will tip them in your favor.
